Specialties in Farming. 


In the “good old times” farmers farmed 


fora living, mostly got from the farm. 
Food and clothing, and the pay of hired 
help, 
aa of produce sold for cash was very 
emall in most cases, some wool, some bark, 
come hides, some meat, a little butter in 
the village, @ load or two of potatoes, a 
parrel of cider or a few apples, some socks 
and mittens, were the marketable products. 
Occasionally a few sheep, a cow or two, a 
yoke of oxen, or & horse was sold, but for 
long time and all sorts of pay but cash was 
thesale. Well, ifthe farmers farmed for a 
living then, they got it, provided they 
were sober and industrious, and what more 
can they do now? Is farming any more 
profitable than it used to be, in those good 
old times? . 

In many cases it isnot. In some it is 
less so. When the times change, men 
must change with them. If they do not, 
if they are “out of gear” with things as 
they are, or as they become as the world 
moves on, the way forward becomes more 
and more difficult, and the rewards of 
work must become smaller and smaller. 


The farmers are the most conservative of 
all classes, because they are not in close 


contact with the events that stir and 


change the world of men active in other 
avocations. ‘The farmer who is no reader 


must fall behind in the race of life, and «as 


yet there are many to whom books, or 


even newspapers, bring no new life, or any 
enjoyment. Farmers of this type are really 
worse off than their predecessors. The 


wants of their families for all the new 


products of human ingenuity have greatly 


increased, but the means of supplying those 


wants have not grown in proportion. The 
result is debt and discouragement, and the 
re-iterated declaration that ‘farming don’t 
pay.”” If a neighbor, up with the times, is 
successful, it is merely luck, and the com- 
plaint arises that his dish is mever right 
side up when it rains. 

In plain language (and farmers should 
desire only such) this is all folly. Means 
rightly adapted to ends are as effective now 
as they ever were. A man, farmer or any 
other, if he does not succeed, should search 
himself severely to find out the reason. It 
is there he will find it quite often, if not al- 
ways. In farming the chiefest cause of 
small success or large failure is to be seen 
(aside from bad personal habits) in the 
farmer’s not being “‘suited to his environ- 
ment,” in plain terms, in his not being 
“posted,” or up with the times. If he has 
abandoned the old ways withou§ learning 
the new, he is in a pitiable case, but neither 
God, nor nature, nor the neighbors are to 
blame. 

Farming, now-a-days, must bring money, 
and a good deal of it, to be satisfactory. A 
jack at all trades and master of none makes 
but little. Yet that is whata great many 
farmers are, and nothing less. They do 


a little of forty different things, and have a 


little of as many products to sell, and most- 
ly of inferior quality while of what is good 
in its kind he has too little to attract a cash 
buyer at a good price. When farmers are 
told that it is easier to sell 1000 bushels of 
apples of one kind, than to sell two bushels 
ofall kinds, that it is easier to sell 200 
pounds of butter a week than to sell 5 
pounds, and the price better for the same 


article, it is hard for the old fashioned far- 


mer to keep from laughing, or calling him 
who says so a fool. Yet nothing can be 
truer than facts like these. And what is 
the lesson they teach? No other lesson, 


what the markets he must sell in de- 
mand, and what of all he can produce will 


bring him the most money at the least mon- 
ey cost. He must so order his farming 
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all his strength to produce as much as 
sible, of as high a quality as possible,

our farms should take example from suc- 
cesses already achieved, even while the 
croakers were prophesying failure.

The same may be made true of every 
other branch of our farming. But it can- 
not be made true upon farms where worn- 


out ways are the only ways. Just so far 


as our farming is intelligently specialized 
will the various branches of it be pushed 
to the front and becofne largely profitable. 


Choose what branch you will, or your cir- 
cumstances demand, but, when chosen, 
push it ‘for all it is worth.” When this is 
done generally, or largely, Maine will be 
found too good a State to emigrate from. 
And now, the thousands of farmers who 
are thinking some other place is better than 
this, if they will but go to work systemati- 
cally, can find that there are “‘chances”’ in 
Maine as good as any where in America. 





Root Culture. 
Years ago reets were raised only in little 


seven by nine beds, andnot beyond a sup- 
ply for the table. No thought was given 
to their importance. The making and tend- 
ing the garden usually fell to the women 
folks. A few turnips, beets, carrots, and 
cabbage, were the staples, with now and 
then a larger list; these flanked by a few 
pot and medicinal herbs, a rose bush and a 
lilac completed the inventory. The loca- 
tion was generally near the house, and gen- 
erally a few paces from the back door, and 
would be the general rendezvous of the 
hens and chickens, attracted thither by the 
mellow soil and abounding angle worms. 


All this has changed. The narrow rows 


and high beds haye given way to long 
a and level culture. Acres are now 
cultivated by horse power, where rods 
were by hand work. The few barrels 
formerly produced have given way to pits 
and bins and cellars liberally filled. The 
Mangold, the Swede, the sugar beet, the 
carrot, the parsnip, and these supplement- 
ed by such forage crops as fodder corn, 
cabbage, Hungurian, fodder rye, and pump- 
kins, are grown to some extent on every 
farm, almost for feeding of live stock. 
Probably the increase of attention to root 
culture, receiving no small stimulus as it 
did from the FARMER, has been one of the 
main sources of improved cattle husband- 
ry; we know it is argued by some that 
raising of roots does not pay, and now and 
then we find a farmer who formerly raised 
roots that now does not, having found a 
better and more satisfactory way for hin.- 
self. But these are exceptions, and the 
farmer that has graduated from roots may 
date theera of his prosperity from their cul- 
ture. Roots cut up and well sprinkled with 
cotton seed meal form a ration, no ani- 
mal will refuse, and no injurious results| 20ug 
follow their use. Stock eat roots with 
avidity. They eat good grass, or good| p 
hay or good grain the same. They eat 
what they like, and their appetites are a 


good guide in selecting food. 


It is urged that roots are 80 to 85 per 


cent. water, and we can feed water in its 
native state much cheaper than in raising 
roots for the purpose. But we reply there 
is a great difference between eating and 
drinking water, if we may be allowed the 
expression. Wate: chemically combined in 
foods is different from water uncombined 
in its nutritive value to the animal organi- 
zation. This is proved by the. fact that 
chemical analyses, never give nor can even 
give the exact feeding value of any food.

The turnip does better on lighter soils. <A dently 
good superphosphate is a special manure 
for each.

They will eat itin preference 
to any other hay, and it keeps the bowels 
open and in good condition. 

It is well to allow the land which is to 
be put into Hungarian grass, to stand un- 
plowed until near. the time for sowing. 
There will then be agood crop of weeds, 
and in this way, a’clean crop of will 
be raised, and the land will be by 
the weeds, and also freed to some extent 
from weeds. It must be remembered that 
Hungarian grass is an annual plant, and to 
insure a.crop the seed must be sowed every 
year. The seed costs from one dollar and 
fifty cents to two dollars per bushel, and 
about three-fourths of a bushel will seed 
an acre. It is not a good crop to lay down 
to clover with, because it grows very stout, 
and in cutting it the young clover would 
be clipped off and much of it destroyed. It 
should be cut when fairly -headed out, and 
in pleasant weather as the large amount on 
the ground, often renders curing some- 
what difficult. It should be cut and put in- 
to small cocks as soon as it is fairly wilted, 
and if protected by hay-caps all the better. 
Two or three acres of good Tand sowed to 
this grass will be a great and inexpensive 
addition to the fodder crop.

The Boston Journal of Chemistry recom- 
mends the following combination as a cheap 
and profitable fertilizer: ‘Take one barrel 
of pure, raw, finely-ground bones, and one 
barrel of the best wood ashes; mix them 
on a floor and add gradually three pailfuls 
of water; mix thoroughly with the hoe. 
Use in small quantities in about the same 
manner as the superphosphates. If the 
ashes cannot be procured, dissolve twelve 
pounds of potash in ten gallons of hot wa- 
ter, and with this solution saturate the 
bone-flour thoroughly ; a barrel of dry peat 
or good loam, without stones, may be add- 
ed. The mixture should not be sticky, 
neither too moist nor toodry. In applying 
it avoid direct contact with the seed; for 
instance, when applied in the hill, scatter a

Correspondents’ Motes and Queries. 


Please inform me through the FarMER 
what fermentation is and what effect the 
precess has upon the substances acted 
upon. N. F. J. 

Carthage. 


Fermentation is a term applied to any 
spontaneous change taking place with ani- 
mal and vegetable matters, wherein their 
sensible qualities suffer alteration, and heat 
becomes perceptible, or gas is rapidly 
evolved. Chemically speaking, fermenta- 
tion is the breaking up of an organic body 
by chemical decomposition which may go 
on in the absence of oxygen, and it is ex- 
cited by a substance or an organism called 
a ferment. ‘There are a variety of fermen- 
tations, such as the vinous, acetic, lactic, 
etc. Sweet cider, by fermentation, becomes 
intoxicating, though when expressed from 
the apple, it contained no alcohol what- 
ever. This same cider, by further fermen- 
tation, becomes vinegar. The vinous fer- 
mentation produces alcohol; the acetic, 
vinegar. Also the transformation of starch 
into grape sugar or glucose, is termed the 
saccharine fermentation. Sprouted grain, 
when ground and made into bread, has a 
sweetish taste, due to the saccharine fer- 
mentation. In the process of the germina- 
tion of seeds, fermentation takes place and 





can 
the starch stored up in the seed is changed 


to glucose for the nourishment of the 
young shoot. Many other examples might 
be given, but this must answer for the 
present. 





A year ago, I set out an orchard and now 
some of the trees lean badly. How can 
they best be straightened up and the sym- 
metry of the trees preserved? J.C, é.

The defect complained of may be easily 
remedied while the trees are young by par- 
tially digging up and replacing the trees. 
The roots will usually be found shorter on 
the side from which the tree leans, and 
therefore these roots should be loosened 
from the earth, the tree set in a perpendic- 
ular position and carefully fastened by 
stakes or guys, and the earth replaced 
around the roota. It would be well to add 
some rich compost to promote their growth. 
If, as is very probable, the top of the tree 
has become one-sided, it should be pruned 
so as to restore the balance. In this way

Is it a good plan to put unleached wood 
ashes into the compost heap? Please ans- 
wer through the FARMER.

No; potash has a tendency to liberate the 
ammonia in the decomposing heap, and it 
is very difficult to save it. 
the other hand, this property of potash is 
no detriment, but a positive advantage, for 
wherever there is either calcareous soil or 
vegetable mold, it will absorb and retain 
any escaping ammonia.
